A Waahingtot dispatch of the 5th

The debate on the labor bill last week 


•howedtbat the view* held by many of 
the Congressmen oo striiea and their 
remedy ate immature and crade. There 
was a general confession i» the BOOM 
that m regard to this question they 
were groping in the dark. Senator 
Stanford is perhaps the most sure-footed 
in his opinions in regard to this ques- 
tion of any man in Congress. To-day 
he expressed his views on this subject 
at length to the Chronicle correspond- 
ent. "This will result in one of two 
things," he said, "either in tbs re- 
afflrmation of the Declaration or in 
anarchy, which will finally end in abso- 
lutism. The meaning of the Declara- 
tion of Independence needs to he em- 
phatically reannonnoed and thoroughly 
understood. It guarantees the equality 
of every man before the law, and the 
security of life, liberty and property. 
The only sovereignty in this country is 
the whole people. Each individual is 
snbject to the will and power of the 
majority. 
When the rights of one man 


are invaded the whole peopl* are 
pledged to defend them. New, the 


cant has received a land warrant, that question is whether the law whichi se 


tg sufficient evidence of an honorable 
discharge, unless the evidence shows 
that he procured it by fraud, and pro- 
tided farther that this act shall not ap- 
ply to persons under political disabili 
ties.

Bight here is the rook 
the republic may split upon. If labor 
organizations deprive olhnm of their 
rights it ia a defiance of the Declaration 
of Independence and equality, and the 
republic cannot survive it if it il carried 
out. Labor organizations endeavor to 
limit free compelition. When they say 
so many apprentices shall be employed, 
they deprive those who thus cannot 
learn the business of the'r rights, and 
this is a violation of the Constitution. 


"Many people confuse the political 


and moral obligations of the rkh and 
the poor. 
If a wealthy man desires to 


relieve the poor, that is n m»tt«r of be- 
nevolence and not of politics or Hw, and 
cannot be claimed as a right by the 
poor. All property is the result of labor. 
When property is secure, it stimulates
